We find the value of real estate has changed in different parts 
of the town within the past few years, caused by the improve- 
ments made, and would say to the complaining tax-payers, that 
we do not create taxes, but assess them. An appeal has been 
made by one of the tax-payers to the County Commissioners, for 
an abatement, the final hearing to come off next April.

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A petition has been presented to the Legislature, signed by 
John Hayes, Lewis Gould, Simon Gould, George 8. Fuller, 
Charles Gould, Samuel Gould Fuller, and M. H. Polleys, citizens 
of Sharon, and F. W. Bird, of Walpole, asking that the bound- 
ary line between Sharon and Walpole may be so changed that 
about one thousand and sixty-five acres may be set off from 
Sharon to Walpole. Estimated value of real and personal 
estate about fifty thousand dollars, with about sixty inhabitants. 
The town was notified through its officers that a hearing would 
be granted the petitioners by the Legislative Committee on 
Towns. We sent in a remonstrance in behalf of the Town, and 
appeared before them at the time appointed, asking that they 
might defer action until after the annual meeting to be held in 
April. 

We also received a petition from Lewis A. Jennings, W. 8. 
Johnson, James W. Richardson, L. C. Bullard, David Orcutt, 
John Hayes, G. S. Fuller, and Charles Fuller, citizens of Sharon 
included within the limits of the territory petitioned to be set 
off, praying that we would lay out for widening and straighten- 
ing the highway between J. W. Richardson’s and Simon Gould’s. 
We therefore viewed the same, and laid out the road thirty-three 
feet wide for the distance of seventy-seven rods, commencing on 
land owned by heirs of Chester Morse, and ending on land of 
Lewis Gould—at an estimated cost of two hundred and thirty — 
dollars. The specifications and estimate of costs were deposited © 
in the Town Clerk’s office. 

We would recommend that the town name its several streets 
or highways, that property may be more easily and definitely 
located for record and reference. 

The surveyors of highways have made no report in regard to 
the condition of the roads under their charge, or what needed 
improvements are wanted. ‘They only state that they have ex- 
pended the money they have received from the treasury.’ 

We would call the attention of the town to the disadvantage 
of having the annual meeting in April, in consequence of the 
waste of money as applied to the highways, owing to the delay 
necessarily occasioned by the choice of new officers. A careful 
estimate of the cost of scraping the roads and raking out the 
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stones, two years ago, succeeding the severe drouth of the pre- 
vious year, showed a cost of about five hundred dollars. Taking 
an ordinary season, commencing early, more work can be accom- 
plished than was done at that time at a cost of one-half that 
sum, so that the balance of the money raised for highways can 
be expended for graveling and draining them. It is for the 
interest of the town that they should secure at an early day suit- 
able gravel pits for repairing the roads. 


We would recommend the following appropriations to meet 
the expenses for the ensuing year.
